LONDON CUP WINNER FOR AMERICA UNITED HUNTS AUTUMN PROGRAM 



Is Carded to Start in $5,000 East 
View Stakes — ^Battle of Vet- 
erans in Yonkers. 



NEW YORK, N. T., July 25. — Saturday is always 
a big day on the metropolitan racing circuit, and tlie 
crowds that visit the tracks on that day are 
iisnally of holiday proportions. Tomorrow being tlie 
last Saturday that the general run of local race- 
goers will have an opportunity to witness their 
favorite sport until after the close of tlie Saratoga 
meeting, will find them Journeying to Empire City 
in such large numbers a.s to tax the capacity of the 
Yonkers course to its limit. The management' has 
made special preparations to entertain the hig 
gathering, reserving its heat racing program for 
the occasion. 

Tlie East View Stakes and the Yonkers Handicap, 
the former having a guaranteed value of $5,000 and 
the latter $S,000, are the stake features provided. 
The East View is for two-year-olds at about three- 
quarters of a mile, while the Yonkers is for three- 
year-olds and over at a mile and a sixteenth. 

Interest in the East View is greatly enhanced by 
tlie presence in it of the crack western filly Miss 
Jemima, vltjch was shipped here froBS Saratoga 
to start in this race. Tliis will mark her first pub- 
lic appearance in the east, and New York race 
followers are anxious to see how she compares to 
the star eastern two-year-olds. Miss Jemima has 
a record of six victories and one defeat to her credit 
and should find little difficulty in beating those 
opposed to her in the East View. Carmandale has 
showed improved form in his recent races, but is 
hardly in a class with Miss Jemima. 

Aside from the appearance of Miss Jemima much 
curiosity will be displayed over the first-time starter 
Donnacona. which U. W. Lioft purchased at the 
Saratoga sales last summer for $10,000. Donna- 
cona is a brown colt, by the famous English stallion 
Prince Palatine and the noted mare Kildonau. 
certainly bn;d in the purple, and if he inherits 
some of the superb qualities of his gifted sire should 
achieve great things in a racing way. 

The Yonkers Handicap may develop into a battle 
of veterans, and nothing would delight the crowd 
more than to see the ever popular Roamer and Old 
Rosebud come racing to the stretch, fighting it 
(Nit with all the speed and stamina left in their 
once powerful frames. Old Rosebud is top weight, 
being asked to carry seven pounds more than 
Roamer. James Butler’s Spur, another veteran, 
is in at 113, and is said to be in prime condition. 
The Latonia Derby winner. Be Frank, may be 
troublesome with 113 pounds, and the lightly 
weighted Osgood in at ninety-eight will on the 
strength of bis recent impressive race be <»nsidered 
dangerous. 

The prospects are for a splendid day’s sport, 
with large and better fields furnishing the conten- 
tion in the six races carded. Only inclement weather 
{and there is no sign of rain now) will prevent one 
of the largest crowds ever present at Empire City 
from seeing the final Saturday’s racing here until 
next fall.

STAKES FOR FALL MEETING AT JAMAICA 

VatanpoUtan Jockey Club Announces Eleven Stellar 
Attraotiens— All of Added Money Variety. 

NEW YORK. N. Y., July 25.— Walter O. Ed- 
wards, racing secretary of the Metropolitan Jockey 
riub, has issued blanks for the stake events to be 
run at Jamaica during tbe autumn meeting, begin- 
ning September 29 and continuing to October 11, a 
period of twelve racing days. Altogether there are 
eleven fixtures provided and all are of tiie added 
money variety, four for three -year -olds and over, 
n like number for two-year-olds and two for three- 
year-olds. Entries for these stakes close Thursday, 
August 7. Following is a list of the stakes; 

Fierrepont Handicap, for tliree-year-olds and over, 
$2,500 added, one mile and an eighth. 

Continental Handicap, for three-year-olds and 
over, $2,UUU added, one mile and an eighth. 

October Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, 
$2,000 added, one mile. 

Uowanus Selling Stakes, for three-year-olds and 
over, $1,500 added, one mile and a sixteenth. 

Belgrade Selling Stakes, for three-year-olds and 
over, $1,500 added, three-quarters of a mile. 

Mineola Handicap, for three-year-olds, $2,000 
added, one mile and a sixteenth. 

Montague Handicap, for three-year-olds, $2,000 
added, three-quarters of a mile. 

RsMsen Handicap, for two-year-olds, $2,000 added, 
three-quarters of a mile. 

Oeeamw Handicap, for two-year-olda, $1,500 
added, three-quarters of a mile. 

Hiawatha Handicap, for two-year-olds, fillies, 
$1,500 added, five and a half furlongs.

From London comes news that Clarence Halley, 
the well-known dealer, has bought the London Cap 
winner Double or Quits for American exportatlim. 
The purchase was probably a commission and tbe 
price high, as Sir George Noble, who owned the 
colt. Is a liberal buyer at the English sales and 
races his horses at Captain Dewhorst’s quarters 
in a fairly large way. 

Double or Quits ran five races, all at Newmarket 
and all in good company as a two-year-old last 
year, his best being a third in his first racing 
essay to Paper Money and Sangelo In tbe Grandby 
Plate. Before bis London Cup race at Alexandra 
Park Jnly 5 Double or Quits had run six times 
this year in England and Ireland and won his last 
two starts, liotli at Newcastle. His best race, 
however, before the London Cup was a second at 
Newmarket in a tliree-year-old handicap won by 
Sir Douglas, which was considered Derby timber. 
Sir Douglas, however,, won by eight lengths and 
carried 112 pounds to Double or Quits ninety 
pounds. 

In the London Cup race Double or Quits carried 
110 pounds, was 100 to 7 in the betting and won 
easily by two lengths, the mile and a quarter on 
a soft and at best a slow track In 2:24%. Behind 
him were Longslip, 110; Royal Welsh, 125; Corio- 
lanus, 122, and Grand Court, 100. 

The American purchaser, if there is one, is prob- 
ably an eastern owner, and for the money, it took 
to buy Double or Quits a far better American horse 
could have been pufcbased. So far the principal 
of Mr. Hailey has not been nneovered.

— The dates granted 
to the United Hunts Racing Association for its 
autumn meeting at Belmont Park Terminal — Satur- 
day, August 30, in the afternoon, and Saturday, 
September 6, at midday — insure thorough freedom 
from local opposition and its snuccesa from both a 
financial and sporting point of view. Racing en- 
tliusiasts unable to attend tbe Saratoga meeting 
will welcome in it the retnm of thtmughlved sport 
to New York City, as well as many whose stay at 
tlie Spa has been necessarily limited. The Terminal, 
it is lioped, therefore, will open its gates with the 
attendance to which it is entitled. 

'The prgram, as drawn up, is diverse In its 
features. The second half of the Double Event 
Steeplechase, the first half of which was won by 
tliat sterling steeplechaser. The Brook, with 170 
pounds up, as well as the Queens Steeplechase, at 
two and one-half miles, to be run, also other cross- 
country events, interspersed with short and long- 
distance flat races, one of which will be for gen- 
tleman riders. 

As all interested in racing are aware, the United 
Bunts, though in tbe sport for sport’s sake only, 
and reeponsible for the entrance into racing of many 
of its stanchest supporters of today, has been 
unable to secure open dates for its spring or fall 
meetings. This experiment in the association’s 
dates, the only compromising measure possible, will 
be watched with interest, and the association in its 
efforts to keep alive tbe best traditions of thor- 
oughbred sport and aid in the development of the 
army remount should receive the support of the 
general public.

FILLY MARY MAUD A TROUBLE MAKER 

Hard to Got .Hw to tho Post, Hard to Hoop Her 
Thore and Harder to Hake Her Baoe. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 23. — If there ever was 
a vixenish and stubborn odds-oo choice going to 
Uie post in a race it was Mary Maud in tbe Prim- 
rose Handicap at Empire City last Wednesday. 

Whea she came from the paddock to the track she 
refused to Join in the usual parade before the 
grandstand. The master of the horses, w whatever 
his title may be, a man named Murray, who wears 
a red coat, rides a black horse, leads parades and 
cajoles fractious racers into parading and acccMU- 
panying his steed to the post, induced her to prance 
in from of the grandstand. Then he started for 
the post at the head of the backstretch. Quietude, 
Irene and Scoots followed. Mary Maud, however, 
stopped when half way around the clubhouse turn, 
and Murray had to go back after her. At first she 
did not budge. By adroitly making her turn with 
his pony he managed to start her toward the post. 
She did not go more than fifty yards before she 
undertook to retrace her steps. A second turning 
maneuver worked as well, but no better, than the 
first did. 

When she got onto tbe game she was too wise to 
play it. A starter’s assistant ran fitnn tbe post 
to where she stood and tried to lead her. She 
whirled and kicked and made him let go of her 
bridle. Then a second starter’s assistant, armed 
with a big whip, tackled her. The cracking of the 
whip was effective and she galloped to the post, 
punctuating the trip with occasional kicks. At the 
gate she wheeled and kicked and otherwise mani- 
fested an unwillingness to race. 

Finally, when her backers had abandoned hope 
that she would run she started away in good order. 
She did not, however, do anything to Justify the 
support she had received. The Morris pair ran 
away from her, and at the outcome she barely 
beat Scoots for third money. 

PROMISE OF LUKE McLUKE IN THE STUD 

Kentncky Handicap and Belmont Stakes Winner of 
1914 Should Ultimately Attain High Sneoess. 

Luke McLiike was a grand three-year-old. His 
feat of winning the rich Kentucky Handicap in the 
fastest time on record for that greatly coveted 
race was one of high class for so early in the year, 
and his victory in the Belmont Stakes sliowed him to 
be the master of tlie eastern three-year-olds. When 
sent to the stud it was predicted that he would 
make a great name for himself and quite probably 
he is destined to do so in time. Many famous sires 
liave started off poorly and he may be of that 
kind. Several of his first crop of two-year-olds 
liave won this year, but none of them lias raced like 
a future star so far. Full of tlie stout blood of 
Himyar, Darebin, Musket and Isonomy, as he is, 
it is difficult to vision failure in his case. His 
Iiedigree reads well and is as follows:

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 25. — The May-Novem- 
her Highweight Handicap was the feature of rather 
an ordinary day’s program. This race brought out 
some sterling sprinters. Startling, quoted at liberal 
odds and running in his best form, won the race 
over Quietude and Ticklish. The Carman racer went 
into the lead at the stretch turn and, staving off 
a determined challenge from Quietude, won de- 
cisively. Ticklish and Out the Way, tbe two public 
choices, were never prominent until near the end, 
where the former outlasted the Hildreth racer for 
third place. 

Tbe weatlier was again ideal and a good-sixed 
crowd was on band. Bright Gold, which raced 
frequently of late, took the first race after being 
quoted at short odds. Comme Ci won another purse 
for the Quincy Stable in the second race, which was 
tbe longest- distance race programmed for some 
days, it being at a mile and a quarter. The winner 
and Conduit were both well supported, and though 
the latter showed improved form over the dry track, 
Comme « held her-a nf e'-t n tBcrrnn'hoiiie. It was 
a creditable performance for a three-year-old, 
though all of Comme Cl’s recent races have been 
good. 

Millrace led home a band of platers in the third 
race, Piedra and Dotta’s Best being second and 
third. 

Orepnscule made a runaway of the fifth, finish- 
ing ten lengths ahead of Toadstool, while Favour, 
second choice in the betting, was outdistanced all 
the way. 

Orleans Girl took the final dash after a spirited 
contest. 

Jockey Bntwell carried off the riding honors of 
the afternoon, piloting two winners, Millrace and 
Startling. 

Ulysses Westervelt, special agent of the S. P. 
C. A. was called in by manager Fits Gerald to ex- 
amine the mare Masda, which was said to have 
been maliciously wounded with a knife two days 
ago. After examination Mr. Westervelt reported 
that the mare was not suffering and, instead of 
being maliciously injured, said: “I believe the 

injuries were accidental and done by the mare her- 
self.” She worked a half mile yesterday morning 
in 50 seconds. 

FATOR TO LEAVE HOBDAY. 

It is probable Jockey Fa tor will leave for Sara- 
toga after tmnorrow’s races at Ehnplre City. 

After Albert A. won his race yesterday those 
who wagered on Ellison at 6 to 5 wondered at 
their foolishness. Even W. C. Weant, owner of 
Ellison, bad to smile at tbe idea of Ellison being 
a 6 to 5 favorite in any company. It demonstrated 
plainly the bad lot of horses that are sometimes 
gathered together when the conditions call for the 
cheap variety. 

From a time standpoint Game Cock ran a far 
better race than Cirrus, yet the latter is presumed 
to be one of the first-class handicap horses. “Not- 
withstanding these facts,” said an expert handi- 
capper after the race, “if Game Cock with his 115 
pounds were to meet Cirrus with 119, the latter 
would be a decided choice.” Incidentally Game 
Cock is a ilecided front runner, or likes to be in 
close pnrsuit of a leader. “He does not like either 
mud or dust thrown at him,” is his trainer’s ver- 
sion of the likes and dislikes of Game Cook. 

dockers’ reports on Penelope infer the McClel- 
land filly is destined for better things. "She may 
not be a stake filly,” say they, “but she will beat 
much better horses than she met yesterday.” 

Jockey Tapliii’s case was further investigated 
yesterday and continued until the stewards of the 
Jockey Club meet again at Saratoga. TapUn was 
suspended during the Belmont Park meeting.

should learn something every day. What did 1 
learn today? The reason why Ellerslle-bped horses 
run. I never. In all my experience, saw a farm 
I thought better adapted to the rearing of blood 
stock than EUerslie. Rolling, fertile pasture land 
insuring full lung development; the undulating 
nature of the ground, bringing all muscles into play 
every last one of the paddocks and pastures well 
watered by never failing mountain springs, abundant 
herbage, any amount of room, and, best of all, per 
halts, is the character of the soil, designed especi 
ally to grow the best of feet. “No foot, no horse,’ 
can never bit cliurged to the account of those bred 
at EUerslie. 

Just a score of yearlings, no fewer titan thirteen 
of them sons and daughters of the resident sire. 
Celt, are tills time to be offered .at public auction 
during the earlier da.vs of the Saratoga meeting. 
Never at any time did I run across a brighter, 
more cheerful, more sprightly baud of youngsters 
than these. Not overburdened by “beef,’’ tlie con 
ditktn of the EUerslie yearUngs is blooming and 
symmetrical; in fact, they appear to be Just In that 
sort of condition to bring Joy to the trainer’s 
heart, for exercise and liberty is the order of the 
day at EUerslie, and these youngsters have weU 
been tauglit tliis golden rule. All of the colts, 
bar one, are by Celt, the outsider a chestnut by 
the best of bis year. Cock o’ the Walk. Where 
does the Hanover come in? was my first query. 
“None in him,’’ was the response. Anyway he looks 
It Just the same, style, two whites in front, short, 
from coupling to tail and bis dam Imported Fairy 
Ray, by the English Cup horse Radium, and a 
taking colt In every way. Next on view was the 
white-nosed black by Celt — Princess Caprice, a real 
colt, a race horse, every inch of him; a level, true’ 
made chap, having three white pasterns and, if I 
mistake not, a real good one. 

HIGH PRAISE FOR SAND DUNE. 

All of you know that Omar Khayyam is by Marco, 
sire of Princess Caprice, and that My Dear, one 
of the best of last year’s English three-year-olds, 
the unbeaten Hurry On, tlie Triple Crown winner 
Gay Crnsader, are all well snpplied with this Marco 
strain. Nothing gaudy, nothing showy; Just a real 
race horse, and it must not be forgotten that the 
Barcaldine of Marco is returned to the Barcaldine of 
Mavoumeen, grandam of Celt. It was an Arabi I 
think, who, when asked concerning a certain horse, 
replied: “Ask his dam.’’ One does not need to 

ask the Sand Dune colt. Go look at Sand Dune 
herself. A better balanced, better finished colt 
tkan this will not be seen at Saratoga; indeed, it: 
is hard to fault him. Patricia IV., by the Derby 
winner Ard Patrick, has a lusty brown, a Celt, of 
course, something on the Ard Patrick order, though 
molded of finer clay and of better finish; maybe be 
wiU be the best three-year-old of the lot. Who 
knows? Anyway, he is big enongh, strong enough 
and well-bred enough to be so. 

The Dark Water colt I know will make many 
friends and attract plenty of admiration. Of the 
Ayrshire t.vpe, his dam. Dark Water, is by Dark 
Ronald, grandson of Hampton, from Doon Water, by 
Hampton’s son, Ayrshire. Indeed, Hampton by, 
right is his inlieritan<-e and this Hampton strain, 
be pleased to remember, is particularly effective 
on the dam’s side. Persimmon’s dam was Per- 
dita II.; Flair, daughter of Glare; Cicero, son of 
Gas, and so no. The Celt — Star Lady colt, a clicst- 
nut, is a.s good as any one’s colt and improves on 
aeqiiaintauee. In another stable we were intro- 
duced to the nieiliiim- sized dapple brown by Celtr- 
Sileiit Queen, dam of this year’s luvenile winner. 
King Thrush, by Forfarshire, and sister to those 
c.vcloiiic racers Braxted and Mercutio, from Silla- 
bub, half-sister to the unbeaten and great brood 
mare.

One lesson learned from th^ war is the necessity 
of tlie conservation of our good friend, the horse. 
Somewliat neglected during the decade of gasoline 
which preceded hostilities, and warred upon by an 
element closely identified with the advocates of 
“peace at any price,” it is not surprising that 
when the United' States became actively engaged 
foreign shipments of an already' reduced supply liad 
made it a serious problem for tlie army to obtain 
essential remounts and artillery animals. 

It is the writer’s belief that tlie average Ameri- 
can is profoundly concerned with his patriotic 
duty. He wants to assist in every way to maintain 
those high standards set by the greatest army ever 
assembled (now in the way of becoming the Ameri- 
can Legion, the most potential Instrumentality for 
progress ever lannchcd in the Uniteil States). This 
same average American is not going to take tips 
from propagandists, wlio up to a short time ago 
were devoting their energies to the enervation of 
America, but when it coines to advice, he will listen 
to the specialists of the war and navy departments, 
the commanders who carried through so magnifi- 
cently when they were called upon in a world 
crisis. 

An nninformed person naturally associates the 
horse with cavqlry almost exclusively. If he thinks 
of the artillery he generally has an idea that it 
plods along back of the infantry, which in turn 
follows up the thin line of cavalry scoots. This 
may have been true even as late as the Civil War 
in isolated campaigns, but. modern intensive fighting 
has placed such a stress upon the artillery arm 
that it is the most vital element in both attack 
and defense. Without adequate artillery prepara- 
tion a forward movement of troops against a forti- 
fied position, even one held only by machine gun- 
ners, is a foreordained slaughter. It was the pre- 
ponderance of artillery which forced the issue in 
favor of the allies and saved a hundred thousand 
American lives — and the artillery depends for its 
effectiveness absolutely on an unfailing supply of 
horses. 

So greatly was this impressed upon the American 
military directors early in the European drive that 
an order came from Gen. Pershing to the men in 
charge of the artillery schools to lay every stress 
upon the care and training of horses in their 
education of officers to take their places at the 
western front. More hours were devoted to drill 
with horses, both as riders and drivers, to their 
feeding, grooming and care, and a study of their 
physiology and ailments, than to material, conduct 
of fire, or any other branch of the work. 

AMERICAN FARMS TO BE BE8T0CXED. 

Now that peace has so happily -ended the drain 
upon our equine resources an intelligent effort to 
restock American farms can be started. The co- 
operation of the departments of war and agricul- 
ture ia assured for this task. State as well as na- 
tional authorities wHl aid. The biggest body of 
alumni officers in the country — the graduates of 
the Field Artillery Officers’ Training School — 
through tlieir central organization ia New York 
City may be relied upon to apply the leaven of 
knowledge of the needs of the artillery brunch In 
every, county in, the .United States. 

Much has been learned concerning tbe horse which 
was unknown prior to the assembling of the offi- 
cer-candidates at Camp Zac-liary Taylor. The thor- 
oughness of West Point methods of training has 
given a faithful idea of tbe army’s dependence upon 
well conditioned and well cared for stock. 

In rebuilding our depleted supply of liorses the 
thoroughbred is prepared to play his part. An 
infusion of the tboroiighhreil strain is considered 
essential for the best cavalry and artillery re- 
mounts. 

Kentucky, nursery of the thorouglibred, is the 
ideal location for this work. Under the direction 
of the State Racing Commission thoroughbred sires 
have been placed at various points, where they 
are bred to cold-blooded mares, the resulting foals 
being of a superii^ grade. These cross -breds have 
time and again demonstrated fitness in remount 
selection. 

Recently a great Impetus was given to the de- 
velopment of the horse through the formation of 
tbe Kentucky Jockey Club. Its principal members 
and stockholders are men who are sportsmen, either 
interested «s owners of stables of running horses 
and big breeding farms or as admirers of the thor- 
oughbred. who appreciate tbe fact that tbe horse 
cannot be properly advanced unless such tests of 
skill are provided as are given at racing meetings, 
with Derbys and stakes for the younger racers and 
handicaps for the’ older division, with stress laid 
upon tbe necessity of encouraging long-distance rac- 
ing. 

KENTUCKY READY TO LEND ITS AID. 

Kentucky, besides takihg the lead with its new 
Jockey club, is a state where tlie artillery arm Is 
paramount. Camp Henry Knox, located at Stithtoii, 
in Hardin County, twenty-five miles from Ixiuis- 
ville, is an admirable center for artillery trainihg. 
The close alliance between the artillery and the 
horse alceady has been pointed out. Kentucky aud 
the Kentucky Jockey Club are ready to co-operate 
with tlie government in any enterprise for the de- 
velopment and improvement of the remount supply. 

It will be months before all df the loose strands 
left by the war are gathered in, but the recommen- 
dations of tlie -department heads of the army are 
certain to receive respectful hearings both ih con- 
gressional committee and in the press. Many of 
tbe facts ascertained in tbe field can only be prop- 
erly applied after the return from Europe of staff 
specialists. 

It ia certaih that the vast fabric created under 
the stress of war demands will not be wrecked with- 
out saving all essential material for Its recon- 
struction whenever required. That is the reason 
that army camps will be maintained, that artillery 
and rifle ranges will be kept up to a high state 
of efficiency, that aviation centers will never be 
neglected. 

Through tlie agency of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation, under the directiona of tlie war depart- 
ment ami with the aid. of Mie American Legion, all 
citizens will be impressed with the work accom- 
plhtlied by our Natiohal Army and the necessity of 
the malntehanre of the ma'chtnery that could call 
it into being in any emergency. 

Members of tbe Legion who live in Kentucky are. 
all hopeful that when the time comes their state 
may take a ledding part, especially as a producing 
ground for- 0*11 sort* of army reinoiiiits, for which 
naturally it is well fitted. It may be addeil tiiat 
the prujeci uf tbe hH-atuiii of a goveniiaeiit stud 
whUdi might embrace the lietler part of an entire 
comity Would be welcumed by Uie 'I'lioriiiiglibreit 
Uorsv Association of Kentucky, wliich iha-iuj; ||ie 
war took a leading tuirt in raising 830t),0b0 for tlie 
American Itod Crocs, and are ready to' do their

PHILADELPHIA. Pa„ July 25.— Weakfish are 
biting, and now is the time to seek the tackle 
smashing fish. In addition to weakfiali Fortesqiie 
(in the lower Delaware Bay) la the home of blues, 
croakers, flounders, kingfish, striped bass and 
drum, with the enssed toad fish and hia ilk thrown 
In; but ob, the glorious weaka and aristocratic 
kings! Happy fisherman, for at Fortesque you 
always get fish and usually in abiindanee. 

'With a great deal of pleasant recollection, I 
recall a morning Just at the peep of day. Four uf 
us put out from Fortesque for Ship John Light. We 
made several stops on the way to try the “spots” 
Just to know “what was doing.” It was now 
getting close to high water; our Inek liad not been 
overly brisk, but the time had arrived for action, 
and as the tide had now slackened considerably 1 
suggested to the captain not to throw the anchor 
but to let her drift. 

The water by this time was as smooth as a mill 
pond, with hardl.v a breeze blowing. 

The engine had barely stopped her “cliug-chug” 
before I had a gorgeous strike, and I lauded an 
eight-pound weak. 

We realized at once that we were in for It. and 
from that moment the tide was riiie for “good busi- 
ness,” and the uncanny way our leads seemed to 
creep along that smooth bottom as tbe boat slowly 
drifted seemed to token that the big weaks knew wc 
were putting one over on them, and they started in 
on a battle royal. 

They came so big and fast that our eyes fairly 
bulged from the tension of tlie great sport. 

My rod and tackle was of the best, good, strong 
shanked hooks; they struck with a vengeance, and 
to see those yellow finned beauties coming toward 
us through the kunlit green water, and then strike 
off out of sight, taxing your tackle and ingenuity 
to the utmost, repeating It three or four times be- 
fore you dared to think of landing him; believe me, 
every fish was a man’s Job that day. 

The sport ran that way for over an hour, and 
when tbe biting slackened every man of ns, with 
sore bands and lame arms, was glad to settle back 
in the boat for a rest, for there lay be’fore us 
the finest catch of weakfish I had ever set eyes 
upon. 

If you ever hook a nine-pound weakfish, and lie 
asks for more line, don’t deny him the privilege 
but let him have it, and the moment he eases off 
make your reel eat up every inch of slack line, 
never giving him a chance to think you have gone 
to sleep. 

If yon give him line faster than he can “con- 
sume” it you may have the pleasure of ruling 
up to an empty hook, for the weakfish is endowed 
With a faculty for spitting out a hook, unless 
of course he is booked for keeps. — J. A. Maeclary 
in New York Sun.

EAST£RN CALICO 8ASS GROW LARGE 

FIELDBORO, N. J., July 25. — Crappie, or calico 
bass up to eighteen inches in length and wcigliing 
three to four pounds gave state fish and game 
wardens a big surprise when they netted tlie fish 
for restocking purposes in a lake at Fieldsboio, 
Burlington County. 

These bass were as large as sea fliiiinder.s and 
nearly covered the bottom of a half barrel recep- 
tacle. 

As noiie of this size has lieen caught since tlie 
crappie was introduced Into Jersey waters several 
years ago, neither wardens nor anglers in that sec- 
tion bad any idea that tlie species attained such 
size. 

Tlie game fish were removed by direction of the 
state fish and game cimmissinn when the lake was 
drained by the owners and were distributed in other 
lakes and ponds in Burlington and Mercer Goiinties. 
Fishermen wiio saw tliese bass before tlie.v were 
released are still dreaming of some day hooking one 
of the big ones. 

Since they were introduced fnim Micliigan a few 
years ago by the New Jersey fish and game com- 
mission calico bass have each year mounted liiglicr 
in popular favor with the anglers. 

They seem to thrive in waters wliere no oliicr 
game fish will live. Even in the Delaware Itiycr, 
from which pollution has driven most of the otlii-r 
food fish, they are becoming plentifnl. 

They are as prolific as sunfish. which tlie.v some- 
what resemble in shape, and they are a showy 
fish with sides mottled bronze and black. They 
are easily caught, small live minnows proving the 
best lure, although at times they will take a fiy 
or small spoon or even angleworms. 

Under the direction of the commission calico bass 
are being planted in new waters each season. They 
seem to live on friendly terms with other game 
fish. For this reason they can be introduced in 
waters where already there is good fishing witliout 
menace to the present sport. 

HUNTING, FISHING AND SPORT 

For a sliort distance a lion or a tiger can oufriiu 
a man. and can equal the speeil of a fast horse, 
lint they lose their wind at tlie end of half a mile, 
and are remarkably weak in lung iiower. 

Recent investigations of the habits of different 
pelagic fishes, such as the albacore and tuna, in 
Southern California, have revealed the fact that 
these species live in deep water during the winter 
months. 

The I’eunsylvaniu Game Commission wants to 
create a game preserve In every county. At the 
present time preserves are established only on state 
forest lands— and then only with the permission of 
the bureau of forestry. 

Settlers along the Siuslaw River, in Oregon, were 
greatly puzzled a few days ago by the appearjm-c 
of strange fish in tlie stream. Investigation proved 
them to be shad, which are running in large num- 
bers for the first time in the Siuslaw River. 

A Frencliman lias made successful experiments 
with the smallest aeroplane existing, called the 
“mosquito.” It measures four yeards from wing- 
tip to wing-tip aud has a 20 ftorse-power engine. 
It flew for an hour at an altitude of 5,000 feet.

Then a claim was put forward that what was 
called an Arab was really an African horse, origi- 
nating in Lybia, the country lying between Egypt 
and Tripoli, on the shores of the Mediterranean. 

These wise people even asserted that the horses 
we bad alway.s called Arabians were never in Ara- 
bia until after the beginning of the Christian era, 
some going from Egypt, others sent from Cap- 
padocia, north of the Taurus mountains, on the 
Black Sea. The fact that no such horses remain 
either in Lybia or in Cappadocia, although they 
are numerous in Arabia, caused no embarrassment 
to these pandits. 

Had such special pleaders got their Xenc^hon or 
Herodotus from the upper shelves of their book- 
cases certain embarrassing facts might have caused 
them to modify their contention. 

They would have learned that Bemiramis, who 
succeeded her husband, Nimrod — builder of Nineveh 
— had an army in which were 300,000 cavalry, with 
which she invaded India, before she started to 
build Babylon. Nineveh is perpetuated by the 
present town of Mosul, built on its site, in the 
northeastern p.irt of Arabia, on the Tigris River, 
and the ruins of Babylon are near Bagdad, om the 
Euphrates, both these points being in the heart of 
Arabia. 

ARABIAN HORSES 3,600 YEARS B. C. 

We are forced to believe, therefore, that there 
were some horses in Arabia at least 3.500 years 
B. C. Not only is this certain from the written 
record, but their representation is preserved by bas 
reliefs in stone uncovered by Layard when he ex- 
plored the ruins of Nineveh in the middle of the 
nineteenth century. These show horses of the Ara- 
bian horse sise and type, ridden by men making 
use of them in a manner such as no horse but an 
Arab was ever known to stand up to. 'The riders 
are hunting lions, with spears and arrows. It is 
notorious to this day that no horse but an Arab 
has the courage to fare a lion or wild boar. 

If these would-be scientists still claim the proofs 
insufficient to establish our contention, we turn to 
the history of Cyrus the Great, as written by JCeno- 
phon. When Cyrus fought Croesus, King of Lydia, 
it is plainly stated that part of his cavalry were 
Arabians. In arranging his force to meet the 
enemy Harpargus suggested that he put the <amels 
be used for transport animals in front of tlie 
cavalry. And when they came up to the contest 
the Lydian horses, terrified by the sight and smell 
of the camels, became unmanageable, while the 
horses of Cyrus’ army, having been brought up 
with the camels and partly nourished on camel’s 
milk, were not afraid, dashed after tlie Lydians 
and completely routed them. 

Later, when Cyrus captured Babylon — the night 
of Belshaxxar’s feast — be celebrated the event by 
a grand review of all his army. This was 500 
B. C., 3,000 years after Semiramis. In that 
review Xenophon tells us Cyrus paraded 120,000 
cavalry (more than all the cavalry in Europe to- 
day), besides bis chariots, drawn by four horses 
each. 

This parade was in the heart of Arabia, and the 
empire ruled by' 'Cyrus extende<r from the Indus 
River on the east to the Red Sea, the Mediter- 
ranean and Aegean on the west; from the Black 
and Caspian Seas on the north to the Indian Ocean 
on the south. 

CAVALRY OF 100.000 HORSES. 

In the days of Darias the Younger the Medo 
Persian empire had an enormous horse breeding 
establishment on the plains near Mount Corone. 
From this source alone Darius drew 100,000 hMses 
to oppose the Macedonian invasion, and still left 
50,000 in the pastures, which Alexander saw in 
his march through the country. 

It would aiH>ear safe to claim, therefore, that 
there were horses in Arabia before they were sent 
there from Lybia. Is it not more probable that 
the Cambyses, son of Cyrus, wlio coiMiuered Egypt 
and Lybia and Ethiopia to add to the iioesessions 
left him by Cyrus? 

The Egyptians had no cavalry any more than 
hud the Persians until the time of Cyrus. Horses 
in Egypt came after the time when the shepherd 
kings were driven out. Four hundred years after 
the days of Joseph, when Pharaoh pursued the 
Hebrews who went out with Moses through the 
Bed Sea, we are told that he followed with 600 
chariots — “all the chariots in Egpyt” — according to 
the Bible statement. Horses were so scarce even 
then that each Egyptian chariot had only two 
horses, and all these were destroyed in the Red 
Sea. 

And now in our day and country certain “pro- 
gressive” Americans suggest that, though there 
may have been Arab horses, and they may have 
been good enough a long time ago, they are not 
such as would be suited to our modern conditions 
and American climate. The greater part of such 
people probably never saw an Arab iiorse. — Our 
Dumb Animals. 

AUSTRALIAN COMPEER OF LEXINGTON 

Great Influence of the Old-Time Sire Yattendon on 
Antipodean Racing aad Breeding. 

One of the fountain heads of Australian breeding 
wa.s the brown horse Yattendon, foaled more than 
a half century ago. He was a son of the Austra- 
lian-bred Sir Hercules, which through his dam was 
a grandson of the more famous Sir Hercules of 
English racing and breeding renown. He was a 
good rac*e horse and winner of the Sydney Cup 
among other performances, but it was in the stud 
that he shone pre-eminent, his influence on Aus- 
tralian bloodstock breeding being as pervading and 
predominant as was that of Lexington at about the 
same time on our own. Not only did he sire such 
celebrated race horses as Grand Flaneur and Chester, 
but his daughters after racing well turned out to 
be suiier-excellent brood mures. Tlirough his de- 
scendants lie iiractically ruled the Australian turf 
for generations, and those wise in tlie problems of 
breeding may find the reason in the following 
liedigree:

CHICAGO, 111., July 25.— Weather forecast: Illi-

PARIS, France, July 25. — A glganllc loan will

E. A. Filene of Boston, printed in the Matin today. 
Mr. Filene, who is a delegate from the American 
Chamber of Commerce, has Just left for Loudon in 
conueetkm with tlie scheme to supply Europe. Be- 
fore he deiiarted he told the Matin that delegates 
frqm Great Britain, France, Italy and Belgium 
would gather here in September, sailing for New 
York on the fifteenth of that mouth, to attempt to 
secure the loan. Mr. Filene believes that the issu- 
ance of such a loan is the only way to save Europe 
from collapse. 

PARIS, France, July 25.— Figures given in the 
course of the sitting of the chamber of deputies by 
the peace treaty committee show that offices set 
up in Wiesbaden and Brussels to obtain the return 
from Germany of stolen goods have effected the re- 
covery to date of 255,000 and 896,000 tuns, respect- 
ively, of material of all kinds. It was stated, 
however, that this was but a small proportton of 
the tUnfi taken bj the Gomans. I 



WASHING-rON, D. C.. July 25.— Under the pres- 
ent plan of Republican leaders the German iieace 
treaty will be set aside temfiorarily for consid*‘ra- 
tion of the treaty between the United States aiii 
Cohmibia, proiiosing payment to the latter of $25,- 
000.000 for damages arising from American ac- 
quisition of tlie Panama Canal sone. 

PARIS, France, July 25. — Dispatches from Agram 
and Grata report a serious military revolt in Croa- 
tia. 'Wie revolt is taking the form of a movement 
for separation from Serbia and tlie formation of a 
republic. Tlie Croatian troo]Mi have proclainietl an in- 
de|M>ndent (.'roatian republic, according to a dis- 
patch from Agram, the capital. 

GRATZ, Styria, July 25. — Violent combats oc- 
curred Tuesday evening at Marburg, thirty-six 
miles southeast of Grata, where a large part of the 
garrison revolted as a result of dissatisfaction over 
demobilisation. Thirty persons were killed and 
many wounded. 

SPOKANE, Wash., July 25. — ^The forest-fire situ- 
ation in western Montana and nortliern Idaho, 
wliicli has been regarded by forest officials as crit- 
ical for the last ten days, appeared much improved 
today, following local showers and heavy rains. 

WASHING’TON, D. C.. July 25.— President Wilspn 
today signed the agriculture appropriation biU, 
from wlilch Congress had stricken the daylight 
saving rejiealer, which resulted in the President 
vetoing the original measure. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 25. — Elaborate prep- 
arations for the reception and entertainment of the 
officers and men of the Pacific fleet are being made 
all along the west coast, according to messages to 
the navy department.
